RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 13 th October, 1998 

No.A-67/96-IPC.I(Vol.H). —With the objective of bringing in additionality of resources for the capacity addition 
programme in the electricity sector. Government had formulated a policy to encourage greater participation by privately- 
owned enterprises in the fields of electricity generation, supply and distribution. Details of the scheme framed to encourage 
private enterprises’ participation in these fields were announced in this Ministry’s Resolution No. 237, published in the

Gazette of India (Extraordinary), Part-I - Section 1 dated Tuesday, October 22, 1991, In paragraph 2.1 of the said resolution, 
it was, inter-alia, mentioned that an amount not exceeding 40% of the total outlay for private sector units may come from 
Indian public financial institutions (IFIs), but the remaining amount should be met from other sources. In other words, to 
ensure that the investor brings in additionality of resources to the electricity sector, not less than 60% of the total outlay for the 
project was permitted to come from sources other than Indian public financial institutions. 

2. Governmenthas, since then, received a number of representations requesting relaxation of this limit. The matter 
has been examined and it is decided that, 'while there would be no bar to the extent of domestic,,debt raised by a project 
developer, subject to the need of maximising financing from external sources and prudential norms exercised by IFIs, 
allowing ^higher domestic debt component for projects which are developed based on indigenously sourced plant and 
equipment would be more desirable. 
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
